2. Claims 1 - 25 and 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Seul (WO 97/40385). Regarding independent claim 1 , Seul ('385) does not 
disclose or render obvious the step of generating an electric field having a frequency 
that is less than or equal to the relaxation frequency of at least one of said particle types 
but greater than the relaxation frequencies of at least one other of said particle types, 
wherein the particles having relaxation frequencies greater than or equal to the 
frequency of the electric field are separated from other particles, in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claim. Regarding independent claims 13 and 21, Seul ('385) 
does not disclose or render obvious the method of determining zeta potential of . 
particles based on their relaxation frequencies, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the respective independent claims.
